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BICHLORIDE OF MERCURY AND ANTISEPSIS. 


The conviction is fast growing among medical men whose line of 
work calls for a frequent use of antiseptic precautions, that the 
bichloride of mercury after all is not the infallible germicide it has 
been claimed to be. 

The disposition on the part of all but a very small minority to act 
upon the broad and oftentimes unwarranted assertions of a few 
is the only assignable cause for the spasmodic popularity which 
many of the substances employed by physicians attain. After a 
brief reign, made glorious through persistent advertising, most of 
them pass altogether out of use ; others, possessing a trace of merit, 
are materially improved so as to render them more serviceable ; but 
few, indeed, are born with those lasting properties that entitle 
them to anything but passing notice. 

It was hoped that the bichloride of mercury would prove itself 
worthy of classification in this last list, but the continued reports of 
its inefficacy, together with the increasing number of its former 
advocates who are altogether discarding it, leads to serious doubts 
as to whether, in solutions that can safely be employed on an indi- 
vidual, it has any real germicidal power. 

Then, too, the import of the word germicide, in the strict sense of 
the term, is but poorly understood even by the great majority of 


physicians. To be a germicide, a substance must not only destroy 
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the existing germs, but their spores as well, and what is sufficient to 
accomplish the former is not necessarily so for the latter. 

A great many observations on the influence of antiseptics on 
micro-organisms, both putrefactive and pathogenic, have been made, 
and many assertions hitherto made on this subject have been shown 
to be absolutely untrustworthy and erroneous. Unfortunately, the 
field of observation is confined to a very few, comparatively speak- 
ing, whose intimate knowledge of the life history of micro-organisms 
can be unhesitatingly accepted. Among these few the greatest pos- 
sible diversity of opinion exists regarding the influence of so-called 
antiseptics upon their growth and development. 

The impetus given to the bichloride of mercury as an antiseptic 
came almost entirely through Koch’s systematic and valuable obser- 
vations in testing the action of this substance upon the spores of 
bacillus anthracis, and out of some twenty substances experimented 
with he found this to be the most powerful. He held that a solu- 
tion of I in 600,000 was capable of impeding, and 1 in 300,000 of 
completely checking, the germinating power of the spores. More 
recent experiments go to show that a solution of 1 in 300,000 is no 
more capable of interfering with the life and functions of the spores 
of bacillus anthracis than so much water or salt solution, for the 
spores may be steeped in that solution for any length of time, and 
yet on being transferred to a suitable nourishing medium they will 
grow and multiply, and when inoculated into rodents will produce 
fatal anthrax with perfect certainty. 

The following excerpt (Mittheil. aus. d. k. Gesundheitsampte, 
Berlin, 1887) bears on this subject. While Koch asserts that the 
bichloride of mercury in solution of 1 in 100,000 has the power to 
kill sporeless bacillus anthracis, I find that exposure of the bacillus 
anthracis taken from the blood of an animal dead of anthrax toa 
solution of bichloride of mercury in water in the proportion of 1 in 


20,000 or I in 25,000 for an hour does not impair the action of the 
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acilli. Solutions of 1 in 10,000 for thirty minutes exposure kill the 
bacilli but not the spores. Some solutions, although destructive to 
the bacilli, do not perceptibly affect the spores. 

Pettinkofer, Frank, Miller, Klein and others have experimented 
with solutions of this substance in varying strengths, the last named 
using it as low as 0. 1 per cent. on the spores of the same bacillus, 
exposing them in comparatively large quantities of the fluid (the two 
being well mixed) for several hours, and then inoculating guinea- 
pigs with them. The animals almost invariably died with symptoms 
of typical anthrax, the blood teeming with the bacillus anthracis. 

Much more has been done in this interesting field of research, 
important because of its obviously great practical consequence, but, 
we fear, of less utility than at first sight appears, for in most of it 
the point most prominent in the mind of the worker was to ascertain 
whether the antiseptic, mixed with the nourishing medium in a 
solution of definite strength, has or has not the power of inhibiting 
the growth of the micro-organism. ‘This point is no doubt of some 
interest, but whether on exposing the organisms to this substance in 
asolution of definite strength and for a definite period, the organisms 
afterward become incapacitated from growing or multiplying, is the 
oily reliable means of deciding its germicidal power. It must be 
remembered, too, that there exists a difference in resisting power 
according to the virulence of the bacilli themselves. 

The bichloride of mercury falls far short of fulfilling these ends, 
and the continued dissatisfaction which it is giving would seem 
enough to shake the confidence of the most sanguine concerning its 


efficacy as an antiseptic substance. 
LONGEVITY AND ITS PREDISPONENTS. 


Dr. B. W. Richardson, at the November meeting of the Royal 


Institution, London, discussed in a most interesting manner the

question, “ The Storage of Life.” Among the predisposing condi- 
tions favoring longevity he holds that hereditary qualifications stand 
first. Possessed of this faculty, he says, the person may be of fragile 
and delicate build, may even be deformed, may be of dull or of 
bright intellect, may be of cleanly or of uncleanly habit, may be 
placed in what would seem the most unfavorable position in life, 


and will continue to live on so as to see all of his more fortunate 
neighbors fall. 

With regard to temperament, he regards the nervous and lym- 
phatic as incompatible with the storage of life, while the sanguine 
and the bilious seem rather to favor it. He maintains, however, 
that a mixture of the two latter is better calculated to further the 
end of longevity than either, singly. In the organism best con- 
stituted for storage, the color of the eyes, always an excellent test, is 
a light hazel, the hair is dark brown, the color of the skin is in- 
clined to be florid, and the lips and eyelids are of good, natural red. 

Toward the improvement of heredity in the direction of lon- 
gevity he recommends most earnestly the careful selection of lives 
for parentage. And herein, no doubt, lies a most important bit of 
advice, for if a proper arrangement could be effected to prevent 
the marriage of health with disease, or worse yet, the intermarriage 
of disease, there would soon be an apparent advance in the value of 
life. A strong aid to the force of heredity, as cited, is the virtue of 
continency, or that virtue which would provide for the limitation of 
the family circle to such a degree that the resources of the family 
would never be dangerously taxed by the largeness of it. Another 
aid is offered by the art of training the body in such form that 
all parts of it may be kept in perfect balance and in equal health. 

Many other references were called up during the discussion which 
followed, but space here forbids our entering upon them. Alto- 
gether, the address brought out data, the careful consideration and 
action upon which would materially influence the length of human life. 
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SMALL POX IN BRAZIL. 


As a contrast to the admirable manner in which the recent out- 


break of small pox in Buffalo has been managed by our local Board 


of Health, a little pamphlet before us, published in Rio Janeiro, 


offers interesting data. Although the disease shows marked tenden- 
cies to increased virulence during cold weather, yet it rages in parts 
of Central and South [America at a rate that would nearly double 
the mortality in New York City, that is, would add over two thou- 
sand deaths per month. In the above-named city the deaths from 
small pox during last June averaged tena day. ‘The article affirms 
that the disease is in almost’every street of the city, and yet nothing 
isdone to check its progress. It states further, that during the 
experience of the writer there has never been a day when small pox 
did not exist in some part of the city or surrounding villages, and 
hardly a month when it has not raged in the form of a dangerous 
epidemic in some city or hamlet of that country. 

Frankly speaking, the Empire of Brazil is nothing less than a 
huge pest-house, where small pox, yellow fever, beri-beri and various 
other contagious diseases are constantly in existence. Why is it 
that something is not done to remedy such a horrible condition? Is 
it because the Latin race is so indifferent to death that it does not 
care to live cleanly and decently? The paper does not state who 
is responsible for this criminal negligence. No quarantine has been 
provided, no disinfections enforced, no preparations for public vac- 
cination, no restrictions upon communication and burial, no visiting 
sanitary commissioners, in fact nothing to warn the people from 
dangerous localities. The contents of sewers are turned out in 
narrow, crowded streets to spread the contagion, and not a voice is 
raised against it. 

Through the promulgation of a recent Imperial decree in Brazil, 


cremation is made compulsory in all deaths from yellow fever, the 
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state providing the crematory and paying all expenses. This is the 
first step taken by the government to check the spread of contagious 


diseases. May it be amplified so as to include other much-needed 
reforms ! 


ANASTHESIA IN LABOR. 


By Dr. Cuas. S. ALBERTSON, Buffalo, N. Y. 


Since the first introduction of anzsthetics into obstetrical prac- 
tice by Simpson in 1847, the question of their safety has been fully 
discussed by the leading obstetricians of their time, some contend- 


ing that their use was not only injurious to the woman, but in 
direct violation of God’s command to woman, “That in sorrow she 
should bring forth her children,” the Hebrews I believe especially 


objecting on these grounds. At the present time their safety is not 
only admitted, but their use advised in difficult and all labors re- 
quiring operative interference, unless contra-indicated by heart or 
other complications. 

In normal labor it is seldom necessary to produce complete 
anesthesia ; a good general rule is that laid down in “‘ Charpentier’s 
System of Obstetrics,”’ vol. i.: ‘‘ The anesthesia should be as com- 
plete as the operation is difficult or dangerous.” 

As to the choice of anzsthetics chloroform undoubtedly holds 
first rank, as, owing to the rapidity of action, it may be suspended 
during the intervals of pain. A favorite way of mine is to instruct 
the patient to pour a few drops on her handkerchief, applying it to 
her nostrils at the inception of the pain; the anesthesia increases 
with the pain, until at its acme she is sufficiently anzsthetized to 
take off the sharp edge of the pain, when it should be suspended, 
and by the time the pain passes off she will be entirely recovered 
from its effect. With a little instruction on the part of the ac- 
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coucheur, the woman may go through labor safely and painlessly, 
blessing her physician and the discoverer of chloroform. 

Chloroform given in this way does not diminish muscular con- 
tractions, does not increase the liability of flooding, and the dangers 
to the mother and child are almost if not quite nil ; the uterine con- 
tractions tending to prevent the cerebral anemia nearly always 


present in death from chloroform anesthesia. If found necessary 


to produce complete and long-continued anesthesia, ether is un- 
doubtedly the safer and better anesthetic, but in either case an 
assistant should give it his entire attention. 

The foregoing applies to the second stage only. During the first 
or stage of dilatation I have found much satisfaction from the use 
of the following formula: chloroform and olive oil 44 3 i applied on 
flannel over the uterus above the pubes ; this will often give com- 
plete relief from the distressing pains of the first stage, also in the 
second stage when from any cause general anesthesia is impracti- 
cable. 

Chloral during the first stage, if the pains are long-continued, irreg- 
ular or spasmodic, os dilating slowly, woman worn out and dis- 
couraged, 30 to 40 grs. per orem, or 40 to 60 grs per rectum, will 
not only enable patient to get much-needed rest, but dilatation will 
becompleted without suffering, and she will enter the second stage 
with renewed courage, and you will bring to a successful close a very 
unpromising labor. If necessary this dose may be repeated in from 
five to six hours, followed by chloroform in the second stage. 

With cocaine I have not had any experience except in making 
examinations where the parts were irritable and the woman ob- 
jected to a thorough examination on account of the pain. I have 
found the cereate 4 per cent. acts well as a lubricant and enables the 
obstetrician to make a more thorough examination, but Ido not think 
its action permanent enough for general use as an anesthetic in labor.

known.” This is about the substance of all the authorities, with lows 
one exception—Woakes ; upon whose work the greater part of this of t 
paper is based. the 

The usual location of nasal polyps is in some portion of the under mu 
surface of the ethmoid bone (of which surface the so-called cov 
superior and middle turbinated bones are part.) This is clearly bec 
shown by Mackenzie, 250 out of 259 cases collected being affected firs 


in this location. 
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In order to place the subject well before us let us ask ourselves 
the questions which suggested themselves to Woakes: “ What are 
the conditions antecedent to its development ?”’ and “ What are those 
persistent factors of the disease which may elucidate its recur- 
rence?” The above-mentioned under-surface of the ethmoid and the 
spongy bones are covered by muco-periosteum. This muco- 
periosteum dips down into and lines the cells of the spongy bones, 
thus introducing into their cancelli an element lacking in other 
bones, z.¢., the mucous membrane element, and it is to this element, 
as will be shown, that the special relationship of ethmoidal disease 
to nasal polypus is due. Muco-periosteum possesses the character- 
istics of both mucous membrane and of periosteum, and when 
inflamed has pathological features referable to each of its con- 
stituents. So while chronic inflammation of the mucous membrane 
element causes it to proliferate in the direction of myxomatous 
tissue, inflammation of the periosteal layer, inseparable from the 
former, tends to cause necrosis of the bone. This latter condition, 
when once established, becomes an important factor in perpetuat- 
ing the former, because irritation of the soft tissues is kept up by 
the spicules of dead bone; and the inflammation of the mucous 
layer, which would readily yield to treatment, becomes by reason of 
the above a persistent condition, granulating and proliferating as is 
usual with soft tissues about a necrosis. 

The pathological path leading to nasal polypus is briefly as fol- 
lows: There is first noticed a swelling of the presenting anterior end 
of the middle turbinated bone ; this increases in size, and later on in 
the disease itis seen to have taken on a proliferating stage. The 
mucous surface, from being red and glistening, is now more or less 
covered with soft, red, fleshy growths (which, many of them, later on 
become polypi), consisting of lymphoid tissue. At any time after the 
first stage necrosis can be shown to exist by passing a fine probe 
between the free edge of the middle turbinated and the outer wall of 
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the nose. Passing in this direction the probe will enter the natural 
opening of the ethmoid, the hiatus semilunaris, and will be felt to 
grate upon exposed bone. At other times the uniform swelling 
spoken of above is seen to become parted in the center, the cleft 
being in the long diameter of the bone, probing this also developes 
dead bone ; and from this cleft speedily protrude granulations which 
develop into polyps. No causal relationship exists between the pres- 
ence of necrosis and that of polypus, but the point to be particularly 
remembered is that the disease upon which they doth depend is eth- 
moiditis ; z.¢., inflammation of all the structures composing the spongy 
bones, the process leading on one hand to myxoma and on the 
other to the death of the bone. 

It is therefore evident in treating a case of nasal polypus we 
are but treating a symptom of ethmoiditis ; and a symptom which 
warns us to be on our guard, as we have a condition of progressive 
necrosis in a situation in close relation to the brain and orbit. 

The treatment necessarily varies according to the stage to which 
the disease has progressed ; when there is merely enlargement of the 
middle turbinated bone it is important to use vigorous measures to 
destroy the hypertrophied muco-periosteum before it has implicated 
the osseous structure beneath. The galvano-cautery is here our best 
agent, and next to this is fused chromic acid. When polyps have 
formed, some form of snare, I prefer the Sajou’s, is best to remove 
them (all operations within the nose should be done only after the 
use of 20 per cent. solution of cocaine). It must be remembered that 
removing the polyp is but clearing the decks for action. As we 
have shown there is necrosis present, and the indications are for its 
removal ; as the very great majority spring from the middle turbin- 
ated bone we shall find our indications pointing to either a partial or 
whole removal of this structure; here the snare is again our best 
agent and can most generally be used, evcept in some cases of great 
enlargement, when some form of gouge will remove portions of dis- 
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eased tissue ; this will give some relief by enlarging the breathway. 
When the stage of cleavage and proliferation is reached, energetic 
destruction of the granulations down to the bone either by chromic 
acid or the galvano-cautery gives the best results. In conclusion let 
me say “ Interrogate the nose,” and you will frequently find there the 
cause of many a perplexing neuralgia, asthma, cough, and frequently 
of hypochondriasis. 


THE ACHORION SCHONLENII. 


By Ernest Wenpe, M.D., B.S. 


(Abstracted from a paper read before the Buffalo Microscopical Club, by L. A. Butt, M.D., Sec.) 


“The Achorion Schonlenii, classified under the hypomycetes, was 
discovered by Schonlein in 1839, and by him called the Oidium. 
Remak gave it its present name in honor of its discoverer. It is the 
first fungus to which a disease was attributed, and is found in the 
disease called Favus, in which are formed cup-shaped crusts of yel- 
low color, circular, with elevated periphery and central umbilication 
usually perforated by a hair. These scutulz, godets, or favus-cup 
are generally numerous and commonly surrounded by an areola of 
inflamed skin ; they are of a firm consistency, and on being crumbled 
feel like mortar. If portions of the cups become detached, the 
scalp becomes covered with large yellow crusts in irregular patches. 
If one of the cups is carefully removed, a depression in the skin is 
left, smooth, shiny, “concave, red, and slightly moist. The under 
surface of the cup is convex and of a deeper yellow than the upper, 
Favus emits a fetid odor peculiar to itself ; somewhat like mice. 
The hair is dry, lustreless, shorter than usual, with a slight loss of 
color and a“tendency to become wooly. When the disease is of long 
duration there is a tendency to large, irregular areas of baldness, hav- 


ing a cicatricial appearance due to atrophy. Under the microscope,

a favus-cup is seen to consist of a mixture of epithrlium, pus-cells, 
flat globules, and débris; in this latter will] be found a luxuriant 
growth of the “Achorion Schonlenii.” This is composed of an enor- 
mous quantity of mycelium, which is curved, unequally segmented, 
and at times branched ; also of an endless number of spores, many 
free, others joined end to end like beads. These are narrow, flat 
threads of a pale gray color sometimes tinged with green ; they branch 
and inosculate in various directions, and are of about 3}, of an inch in 
diameter. 











Some appear empty and of simple structure, some granu- 
lar with turbid contents, some constricted producing chains of cor- 
ridia, while others separate into numerous compartments by delicate 
cross-lines containing nuclei with nuclear corpuscles, thus forining 
sporophores. ‘The spores, of a green color, are small flask or dumb- 
bell shaped bodies in size from 7 to 8 mm., and occur in the meshes 
of the parent plant in great abundance. 

The Achorion, becoming lodged in the funnel-shaped space at the 
opening of the hair-follicle, develops between the layers of the rete 
at its mouth. Here, according to Robinson, it grows luxuriantly, 
insinuating itself between the superficial layers of the epidermis. 
When it proceeds a short distance from the follicle it breaks the 
looser layers, and appears on the surface, producing thus the cup- 
shaped bodies. It also invades the hair-shaft, penetrating between 
the cellular layers of the root-sheath and multiplying in the cortical 


substance of the hair, the nutrition of which is interfered with by the 








mechanical presence of the growth upon the papille ; the hair falls 
out, and in many cases the papille atrophy, rendering a new growth 
impossible. In cases of any standing, the parasite may be found 
both in the cortical and medullary substance of the hair. 








Robinson 
says, in the skin the parasite usually confines itself to the upper 
coeneous cells, and does not extend to the living tissues. When the 
surface is covered with irregular, mortar-like masses of the parasite, 


the entire upper layer of the epidermis will be ,found{infiltrated with 
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—— 


the Achorion. The corium is usually chronically inflamed, and sup- 


puration often occurs under the crusts. When no pus is formed 


pressure of the parasite causes atrophy of the skin, and at last pit-like 
despressions or extensive red scars. When the granular structures 
are destroyed, the Achorion not finding a suitable nidus, disease at 
that spot is atan end. Dr. Wende (while attending the clinic of 
Behrend of Berlin) inoculated his arm with a pure culture of the 
eighth generation. On the third day spores were recognized adher- 
ing to the epithelium of the hair; three days later a number of 
delicate threads of mycelium were found; on the ninth day about 
the root of the hair were dense clusters of mycelial threads ; and at 
end of two weeks, a minute yet typical godet was seen on the skin 
encircling a hair, which, extending peripherally, formed in a few days 
alarge plate or cup. In conclusion, Dr. Wende said the fungus is 
supposed to be transmitted to the human species from, more espe- 


cially, the cat, which it is surmised becomes inoculated from mice. 


Selections. 
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The Spinal Hct Water and Ice Bags in Uterine Disease.— 
Dr. Kinnear recommends Dr. John Chapman’s method of applying 
heat and cold over the spinal cord and sympathetic ganglia, and 
thus, through the effect on the blood-vessels, regulating the blood 
supply in diseases, especially of the pelvic organs, which are accom- 
panied by, or dependent, directly or indirectly, upon anemia or 
hyperemia. The application of heat to the dorso-lumbar region 
causes contraction of the vessels of the pelvis and lower portion of 
the body—of cold, dilatation. In severe cases of menorrhagia heat 
has quickly relieved the excessive flow. A rubber bag, filled with 
water at 115° to 120° Fahr., is used constantly until the discharge 


lessens, being removed when the flow becomes normal. The bag 
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must be refilled every hour, if necessary to continue the treatment 
beyond that length of time. In a patient with metrorrhagia the 
hemorrhage was checked in a few minutes, and ceased almost en- 
tirely in an hour. In a case with a tendency to abortion, at the third 
month, having previously miscarried, the treatment was successfully 
carried out, the patient going to term. 

Phlegmasia dolens was treated with like result. He believes it 
will prove useful in post-partum hemorrhage, both by producing 
anzemia of the pelvic organs and by its effect on the motor cells of 
the cord, causing uterine contractions. In endometritis, metritis, 
and perimetritis he thinks it probable that it will abort the attacks in 
most cases, if applied early, and later prevent the inflammation 
spreading, and abscess formation. 

From bags filled with cracked ice, or ice-water, he has good re- 
sults in cases of dysmenorrhoea, when there is great pain accom- 
panied by scanty flows. The bag worn an hour, twice a day the 
first day, or three or four hours during the flow if it be very scanty, 
will often give quick relief and cause a normal flow. Treatment be- 
tween the periods has entirely overcome the trouble. 

He reports two cases of prolapsus successfully treated, the in- 
creased blood supply toning up the anemic ligaments and drawing 
the uterus into position. Leucorrhcea has been speedily and per- 
manently relieved. The treatment by heat or cold may be useful in 
the puerperal diseases, and is probably applicable to all other parts 
of the body, cases of nasal hemorrhage, typhlitis, and general peri- 


tonitis having been relieved by it.—Avna/s of Gynecology. 


Raising the Epiglottis —By BENJAMIN Howarp, A.M , M.D.—Ina 
paper read before the Medical Society of London (Brit. Med. Jour., 
Nov. 17), the writer gives the following illustrations and conclu- 
sions : 

Having, by bringing the patient to the edge of the table or bed, 
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or by elevation of the chest, provided that the head may swing quite 
free, with one hand under the chin and the other on the vertex, 
steadily but firmly carry the head backward and downward. The 
neck will share the motion, which must be continued until the ut- 
most possible extension of both head and neck are obtained. 

Sometimes a slight extension and elevation of the chin merely will 
at once check stertor, or irregularity of breathing; but the exten- 
sion, which can in no case do harm, should be always rather more 
than rather less than appears necessary. It should never be for- 
gotten, however, that the full effects of extension as above described 
can be secured with certainty only by making the extension complete 
as directed. 

That the customary pulling forward of the tongue is followed by 
relief, the author admits to be true in some cases, but in some cases 
only; and then it is not by the raising of the epiglottis. In the 
stage and the case in which the backward-fallen tongue happens to 
be the chief cause of obstruction, by pulling forward the tongue that 
cause of obstruction is removed—nothing more. There are other 
cases and other stages in which it does no good at all. From over 


13,000 fatal cases of asphyxia in England alone in the last three 


years, the author selected over 100 unequivocally ‘attributed to ad- 


ministration of anzsthetics, and in which, in every probability, the 
tongue was skillfully pulled forward in the recognized way—but they 
died. 

It is not pretended that never before had the epiglottis in this 
way been lifted. In the old-fashioned swinging by the feet ; in the 
tétead bas ; the inversion of the entire body; the chucking under 
the chin; the jerking the angle of the jaw,—in each of these the 
good done is an interesting corroboration. Each tended to raise 
the epiglottis, but in each case the operator did not know it. Fur- 
ther corroboration is in the familiar position instinctively assumed 


by the croupous, the diphtheritic, the asthmatic, the dying.

The position of complete extension enables certain operations on 
the throat and pharynx to be done in anesthesia without the usual 
peril from drainage into the trachea. This Dr. Howard believes to 
be the only way of raising the epiglottis, for, except by pulling for- 
ward the tongue, no other way appears to have ever been contem- 
plated. 

The sum of what has been submitted is : 

1. That, contrary to universal belief, traction of the tongue can not 
raise the epiglottis. 

2. By sufficient extension of the head and neck, whether by voli- 
tion, instinct, reflex action, or by the effort of another ; whether in 
the healthy, the dying, or the dead,—the epiglottis is instantly, and 
beyond prevention, made completely erect. 

3. By complete extension of the head and neck, the tongue and 
veluin are, as respiratory obstructions, simultaneously with the epi- 
glottis, removed ; and, without a moment’s delay, the entire airway 
can be straightened, enlarged, and be made free throughout by the 
nearest person. 

4. If syncope happens to be the chief factor, or only incidental, 


this also gets thus the quickest and best corrective. ‘ 





A Clinical Lecture on Chloride of Ammonium in Surgery.—By 
Ha. C, Wyman, M.D.—The patient before us has experienced the 
satisfactory use of chloride of ammonium. He had the left arm, 
which you can see is in a promising state of recovery, crushed be- 
tween the deadwoods of two freight cars. Some of yuu saw the arm 
at the time. It was frightfully crushed and mutilated from the 
middle of the arm to the roots of the fingers. Near the elbow, 
above and below on the inner aspect, the skin was broken, making 
a wound about six inches long and two inches in width. This was 


occupied with the pulpy remains of muscles and fascias. The 
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biceps was pulped and torn from its attachment to the radius. 
Other muscles of the region were crushed to a pulp. The great 
vessels were so badly injured, that while we could detect pulsation 
in the brachial artery, neither the ulnar nor radial could be felt at the 
wrist. The case looked as though amputation would have to be 


performed at once. The shock was the greatest. He was very 


pale, had lost much blood before the ambulance surgeon reached 


him. His pulse was weak and fluttering. I did not think his con- 
dition favorable for an amputation. We dressed the wound and 
wrapped the arm and hand in antiseptic gauze soaked in a solution of 
ammonium ( 3i ad aquam Oss). He was given a dose of Dover’s 
powder and put to bed. The next morning I expected to amputate 
the arm, but when I came to examine it I was pleased to find the 
radial and ulnar arteries pulsating at the wrist. The gauze and 
chloride of ammonium were continued for more than a week, during 
which time the wound displayed sufficient vigor to guarantee its repair. 

You have seen numbers of other cases in this clinic where the 
parts have been crushed almost beyond hope of recovery, yet under 
the chloride of ammonium treatment they have gotten well. 

Five men, you will remember, got their hamds into cracker ma- 
chines and had them crushed between rollers. In a few weeks they 
recovered. 

Another got his hand into a machine used for stamping or pound- 
ing sole leather in a shoe factory. You will remember that the ad- 
ductor pollicis muscle of his injured hand was crushed out of the 
hand through a lacerated wound between the thumb and index 
finger. The muscle held by its attachment to the thumb. We 
pushed it back into its normal position, adjusted the lacerated flaps 
of integument, and dressed the whole with gauze saturated with the 
solution of chloride of ammoniun. The result is a perfect restora- 
tions of the functions of the hand, without the loss of any tissue ex- 


cept a little cuticle. 
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You may ask, how do I explain this power of the chloride of am. 
monium to stimulate the circulation of the blood in parts which 
have been deprived the wholesome influence of blood-currents. 

I must answer that it has this power of promoting rhythmical con. 
tractions of non-striated muscles, such as are found in the walls of 
the smaller blood-vessels. 


To test this, some of you may go to the city fish market and there 
look in the barrel into which the fishermen throw the offal from the 
fish they clean as they sell them. There you can find a heart, blood- 
vessels, and intestines of a sturgeon or other good-sized fish. The 
structure you may take to the college laboratory of physiology and 
there stimulate the heart to act long after it is apparently cold in 


death, by applying various substances to it. If you prick its ven. 
tricles with a sharp needle they will begin to contract and continue 
to do so for some time. If you will inject through it a stream of 
solution of chloride of ammonium, the same strength that we have 
used on wounds, you will see the heart at once begin a series of 
rhythmical contractions that will resemble closely the normal ones, 
The small arteries of the mesentery will also act similarly when 
the chloride of ammonium passes through them. 

These facts have made me apply this medicine in the treatment 
of senile gangrene. I have known it to produce marvelous results 
in cases of that disease. Dr. Snow of Dearborn, Mich., one of our 
oldest and most respected practitioners, tells me he has seen senile 
gangrene disappear and the patient get well after bathing the toe 
and leg for some weeks in a mixture of chloride of ammonium 
and brandy. It probably does good in these cases by stimulating 
the muscles of the arterioles to drive the blood through the capilla- 
ries where the blood-stasis which precedes the gangrene begins. 

In conclusion, I want to say, gentlemen, that in chloride of ammo- 
nium we have (1) a drug which is useful in restoring circulation in 
tumors which have been crushed, and, if left to themselves, would 
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require amputation ; (2) a drug capable of promoting circulation in 


tissues about to undergo the changes known as senile gangrene.— 
Medical Age. 


Substitution for Transfusion.— Mr. Rainsford F. Gill (Zaacet) rec- 
ommends the substitution of rectal injections of saline solution in 
place of transfusion, or, rather, in those cases where the performance 
of transfusion is impossible from want of the necessary apparatus. 
He refers to a case in which he believes that life was saved by the 
employment of this method. He recommends that only two or three 
ounces of the fluid be injected at a time, and that the injections be 
repeated from ten to fifteen minutes, using a tepid solution, and, of 
course, employing auxiliary methods of relieving the existing shock 


to the system 


Post-Enemal Septic Intoxication.—By Davip D. STEWARD, M.D., 
(Polyclintc). Bouchard was the first to direct attention to the great 
poisonous activity of human feces. He asserted that there are 
formed in the intestines of an adult in twenty-four hours sufficient 
toxic alkaloids to destroy life, if excretion were arrested and all 
absorbed. Sir Andrew Clark believes the intestinal absorption 
of poisonous fecal ptomaines and leucomaines a prominent factor in 
originating anemia and chlorosis occurring in young women of con- 
stipated habit. Until recently notice had not been taken of acute 
fecal poisoning. Burford (Zancet) reports elevencases of mild septic 
toxemia following the use of copious warmed enemata to relieve the 
constipation of women under treatment for uterine disease. The 
cases related form an ascending series. ‘The first displayed a gener- 
alized rash and a congested throat, but no pyrexia. Inthe eighth 
there was a diffused erythematous rash, a severe sore throat, and a 
temperature of 102°. Theduration of the attack varied between two 


and four days. Liquefaction of the feces is promoted by the enema. 
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During its temporary retention osmosis occurs, lymphatics and 


blood-vessels readily absorbing the warm septic material. ‘Three or 
four per cent. of the enemata administered produced the condition 
narrated. Burford found it especially liable to occur if enemata 
were used within three days subsequent to the administration of 
ether by inhalation in cases in which free evacuation of the bowels had 
not occurred previously. The character of the fluid used did not 
especially influence the production of the septic condition. It is 
more likely to follow large than small enemata.

The Homeopathic Medical Society of Western New York held its 
regular quarterly meeting at the Tifft House, Buffalo, on Friday, Jan. 
11, The attendance was large and programme interesting. 

The following papers were presented and discussed. 

A Novel Case of Mammary Cysts, by Dr. A. R. Wright, was the 
report of a case in which numerous cysts about 4 inch long, with 
thin wall and transparent fluid contents, were withdrawn by the pump 
from the breast of a young and otherwise healthy primipara. Their 
appearance ceased spontaneously after several days, and lactation 
proceeded normally. 

Dr. L. A. Bull presented a paper on Nasal Polypi, which appears 
in this issue. 

Dr. J. S. Lee reported an unusually difficult laparotomy for re- 
moval of an ovariancyst, followed by an establishment of a fecal 
fistula. This was drained by a glass tube, afterward by a rubber 
catheter, and washed out twice daily with hot, calendulated water. 
As it contracted a 1o per cent. solution of hydrogen peroxide 
was employed locally and silicea internally, with which it was eventu- 


ally completely healed. 
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Dr. B. J. Maycock gave the latest views regarding myxcedema, 
with the clinical history of cases which he has been fortunate in see- 
ing. The doctor brought out the points of diagnosis of this rare 
disease very clearly. 

In a paper on mydriatics in ametropia, Dr. H. A. Bissell urged the 
yse of cocaine and homatropia for abolishing the accommodation 
before examination, giving histories of several cases from his 
practice. 

Dr. D. G. Wilcox read a paper on cerebral localization, illustrat- 
ing his points with original drawings. ‘This article, an abstract of 
which we publish next month, evoked quite general discussion, 
Drs. Wright, Stearns, Lewis, Moseley, Bull, Lee, and Brayton par- 
ticipating. 

At the evening session Dr. F. Park Lewis presented the subject of 
scrofula, and joined in the animated discussion which followed. 
Drs. Albertson, Babcock, Bull, Maycock, Moseley, Wilcox, and 
Wright each spoke at some length, bringing out several valuable 
points. Among them were the facts that scrofula may be acquired 
by unhygienic iiving ; that scrofulous glands have been found con- 
taining the bacillus of tuberculosis, a pure culture of which, inocu- 
lated in a rabbit, causes general tuberculosis; that structures identi- 
cal in appearance with tuberculous tissue existed in scrofulous 
glands ; that acute tuberculosis has followed a scratch received in 
making an autopsy upon a tuberculous subject; that phthisis may 
be contagious if the tissues offer a soil congenial to the growth of 
the bacillus, while a vigorous person, not predisposed, may be 
exposed to the action of the germ and escape infection. 

Dr. C. F. Babcock then read a carefully prepared paper on heart 
sounds, his object being to prove that lesions of the right side could 
be distinguished during life. The doctor’s views were discussed by 


Drs. Maycock and Bull, after which the society adjourned, to meet 
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in Rochester April 10, at which time the annual banquet will 
be given.

That vinegar in ounce doses is more reliable and speedy in action 
than ergot, in post-partum hemorrhage ; also that as a vaginal 
injection diluted one-half with water, it is an excellent hemostatic.— 
Dr. Albertson. 

That belladonna ointment is a good application to hasten the 
dilatation of a rigid os.—Dr. Wilcox. 

That in cases where the pains are annoying, but ineffectual, no 
progress is made, and the patient’s strength diminishes, it is good 
practice to stop the pains and procure sleep for the puerpera by full 


doses of chloral hydrate, giving nature time to recuperate; when, 
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after awakening the uterine contractions will begin with renewed 
strength and labor progress normally.—Dr. Moseley. 

That quinine in two-grain doses every hour or two is a better ex- 
citant of vigorous uterine contractions, than ten-grain doses, less 
often. That morphine stimulates uterine contractions and hastens 
delivery.—Dr. Bull. 

That as a promotor of rhythmical uterine contractions in labor, the 
two-grain tablets of caulophyllin leave nothing to be desired. 


Also that the pad to receive the lochial discharges should be a 


perfect antiseptic occlusion dressing, thus keeping the discharge 


almost odorless and preventing sepsis.—Dr. Moseley. 

That a bichloride solution 1:250 will not kill the bacillus of tuber- 
culosis.—Dr. G. W. Lewis. 

That many a post-partum hemorrhage may be prevented by ex- 
hibiting aconite in the first and second stages when the pulse is full 
and hard, and patient feverish. Also that ipecac is the first homeo- 
pathic remedy to be thought of when hemorrhage occurs.—Dr. 
Albertson.

Sepia should be remembered in chronic bronchitis in women with 
uterine difficulty. 

Nux vom. is often indicated in dysentery and in these cases pro- 
duces rapid results. 

Gelsemium is the remedy par excellence for diphtheritic paralysis. 

Andira inermis is said to be a never-failing vermifuge for pin 
worms. 


Elaps* has been found by Dr. E. V. Moffat to be almost a specific 


in chronic naso-pharnygeal catarrh, with greenish crusts and sub- 


jective disagreeable odor. 
Allium cepa will give surprising relief in neuralgia caused by the 


nerve-ends becoming involved in a cicatrix after operation. 
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Antipyrin in Hemorrhoidal Tumors.—Dr. J. Schreiber reports the 
case of a man, 72 years of age, who had for a number of years 
suffered from hemorrhoids, which had been more or less success- 
fully treated a number of times by cauterizations with the nitrate 
of silver. The remedy, however, gave such pain that the employ- 
ment of astringent applications of alum, sulphate of zinc, oxide of 
zinc, and suppositories of cocaine, morphine, and belladonna were 
employed, but with transient relief. Dr. Schreiber then tested the 
results obtained from the application of antipyrin, reduced toa 
power, applied around the anus and introduced into the rectum. 
This application, for a few seconds, produced slight pain, but was 
followed by relief which lasted for twenty-four hours. This appli- 
cation was repeated, at first daily, and then twice daily ; and at the 
end of about three weeks the appearance was much better, and six 
weeks later cure was obtained.-—Revue des Publications Médicales, 
November, 1888. 


Asclepias Tuberosa.--This remedy is considered too feeble to be 
of much value, but if it be used for its specific effect, there is no 
other agent more efficacious. It certainly does act directly upon 
serous membranes, and especially upon the pleura. It is valuable 
indeed in acute pleuritis in conjunction with other indicated medi- 
cines. But in the sub-acute pleuritic pains which are so frequently 
complained of by many patients, and which doctors find so much 
difficulty in relieving, it is absolutely specific, fifteen drops every 
two or three hours. The writer prescribes it with positiveness, and 
has yet to be disappointed.—Chicago Med. Times. 


Narcotic Poisoning.—Do not exhaust patient’s strength by walk- 
ing him about as formerly practiced. Empty the stomach by the 
pump, or by washing it out repeatedly through an ordinary stomach 
tube. Give half a pint of strong coffee per rectum, ;}5 to #y gt 


strychnia sulph. subcutaneously. If the breathing becomes very 
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feeble begin artificial respiration, and use the Faradic current ; one 
electrode over the phrenic nerve in the neck, the other at the pit of 


the stomach. 


The Effect of Antipyrin on Lactation—Dr. T. H. Ross (PAi/. 


Med. News) obtained complete suppression of the secretion of milk 


by 8-grain doses of antipyrine, given three times daily, without 


alteration of the diet. 


Comedones.—Dr. McCoskey recommends the following formula : 
R. Ammoniz carbonat 
Acidi boracicti 
“Ether. sulph. 
Aque, 
Apply night and morning. 


The am. carb. forms a soap with the grease, the ether acts as a 


solvent, and the boracic acid as an antiseptic. 


Inthe treatment of eczema remember it is a nerve reflex. Zincum 
3x, three times a day, also cuprum and aurum, will cure these con- 
ditions. Local application of starch-water is one of the most sooth- 
ing for the itching. It may also be used as a bath. Hereditary ec- 
wma can be cured by this treatment. We must treat the nerve- 
ceiter:.—Dr. J. Heber Smith. 


Ingrowing Nail.—The following procedure for removal of ingrow- 
ing toe-nail has been employed with excellent results in many cases: 
After thorough cleansing of the nail, a solution of gutta percha, 10 
parts, in 80 parts of chloroform, is applied with a brush to the inter- 
stices between the nail and the granulations. This is repeated sev- 
eral times on the first day, and subsequently at longer intervals. By 
exercise of care and patience, it will be found that the nail is grad- 
ually lifted from the underlying parts, and can then be removed 
without pain with the scissors. If a properly-fitted shoe is worn, no 


Iecurrences need be apprehended. The solution applied in this 
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manner exerts a double effect ; the chloroform is anesthetic, and 
the gutta percha acts mechanically, forcing its way between the 
granulations and the nail, and finally liberating it from its abnormal 


position. 


About three years ago I began the internal use of naphthalin in 
the third decimal trituration for whooping-cough, and the results 
have been so uniformly satisfactory that I now give it, either singly 
or in alternation with some other remedy, in every case.—Dr. Bell 
L. Reynolds. 


The oxalate of cerium is a serviceable remedy for many kinds of 


cough, at least for a considerable time, and is very useful as an al- 
ternative with other cough medicines. When it is employed opiates 
may be dispensed with for the most part. It may be safely given, 
in doses of ten grains or more, several times a day for many days in 


succession. 


A grain of cannabis indica, four times daily, was employed by 
Dr. Valeri in three cases of Graves’ disease with success.—Chicago 
Med. Times. 


A single vesication over the fourth and fifth dorsal vertebrz often 
puts an end at once to the sickness of pregnancy after other means 
have failed. 


Birth Marks.—A mixture of collodion, fifteen parts, corrosive sub. 
one part, if applied to small, superficial birth marks is stated by 


Professor Gross to act very nicely and effectively. 


Cold Abscesses.—The cold abscess, properly so-called, is due or 
dinarily to a local tuberculosis. Enucleation of the sac is advised 
when it is possible ; next to this curetting, after a free opening, and 
stuffing with iodoform gauze ; and in some cases aspiration, wash 
ing out the cavity with carbolic solution, and then the injection ofa 


5 per cent. solution of iodoform in ether.—M. and S. Reporter.

Summary. 


Hay Fever.—Dr. C. R. Illingworth prescribed a warm lotion of 1 
to 2000 biniodide of mercury as a douche at bed-time in a bad case 
of hay fever affecting the chest and nose. The nasal affection 
disappeared with one application ; and the chest trouble was cured 


by one strong inhalation of the same lotion. 


Hinterhof’s formula for dysentery is given by the Revue de therap. 
as follows: Naphthalin, 1 gm.; distilled water,60 gm. For two 
enemata. Quinine may be given by mouth at the same time. Rec- 
tal smarting and tenesmus give way to the first enema ; and cure in 


most cases follows the second. 


Freckles.—Halkins believes that in carbolic acid we possess a cer- 
tain cure for freckles. The skin, first washed and dried, is 
stretched with two fingers of the left hand, and each freckle is 
carefully touched with a drop of pure carbolic acid, which is al- 
lowed to dry on the skin. Under its action the part becomes 
white and burns for a few minutes. In from eight toten days the 
cauterized scale falls off, and the spot, at first a rose red, soon 


assumes its natural color. 


A word for the onion as a germicide : I have often observed that 
families in the habit of using onions freely as an article of diet escape 
epidemic diseases, although their nearest neighbors might be having 
scarlet fever or diphtheria. My experience,teaches me that onions 
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and sassafras are among our most reliable prophylactics. I have 


prevented the spread of many contagious diseases, even in the same 
household, by their timely use. Drink sweet milk whenever you 
indulge in the vulgar esculent, and go your way in peace without 
loading the air with unwelcome perfume.—Dr. Geo. Covert, in 
Chicago Med. Times. 

Gonorrheal Warts.—Nussbaum washes these twice daily with salt 
and water, and then sprinkles them with calomel. The reaction of 
the residual sodium chloride and calomel produces mercuric chlo- 
ride. This treatment, he claims, cures the warts rapidly, without 


causing pain or detention from business.

—CuHarcot’s METHOD OF HypNoTizING.—He first excites the ex- 
pectation that something important is going to happen, then he 
causes an assistant to shut oneeye of the person to be hypnotized, 
and _ he holds before the other eye, and a little above it,a pencil or 
some similar object, and causes him to stare as it, which causes a rapid 
exhaustion of the retina. Or the patient is made to look ata finger 
held below the point of vision. In this way the hypnotic state is 
induced in few seconds. If he does not succeed in three minutes, 
he regards the patient as not susceptible, and makes use of some other 
means.—London Med. Record. 

—Sopa SoOLuTIONS FoR BoiLinc INsTRUMENTS.—To avoid the 
corroding of instruments, when boiled before or after operations, Dr. 
Charles M. Thomas recommends the addition of ordinary washing 
soda or baking powder to the water. The instruments come out 
really brighter than before immersion. This answers equally well 
in the water for immersing instruments during an operation, and does 
not interfere with the addition of antiseptics—Hahn. Monthly. 
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--Portugaloff, a Russian physician, says that drunkenness isa dis- 
ease that can be cured by medicine. He administers strychnine in 
solution by subcutaneous injection, one-fortieth of a grain being 
used each time. He says the effect is to change the craving for 
drink to disgust. Strange that this has not been discovered before. 

—A white tongue is said to denote a febrile disturbance; a brown, 
moist tongue—indigestion ; a brown, dry tongue—depression, blood 
poisoning, typhoid fever ; a red, moist tongue—inflammatory fever ; 
a glazed tongue—general fever, loss of digestion ; a tremulous, 
moist and flabby tongue—feebleness, nervousness; a_ glazed 
tongue with blue appearance—tertiary syphilis. 

—All definitions of insanity are more or less accurate, though some 
of them would cause more confusion than enlightenment to an ordi- 
nary jury. The truth is, unquestionably, that no exact definition 
can be given that will meet all cases of insanity, and yet will not in- 
clude cases that should not be classed as insane, and in testifying 
before a court this fact should always be kept in view.—Dr. Markoe. 

—A SAND-BAG FOR A SICK-ROOM.—Many persons are acquainted 
with the virtues of the hot-water bag,but asand-bag is still better. 
Get some clean, fine sand, dry it thoroughly ina kettle on the 
stove; make a bag about eight inches square of flannel, fill it with 
the dry sand, sew the opening carefully together, and cover the bag 
with cotton or linen cloth. This will prevent the sand from sifting 
out and also enable you to heat the bag quickly by placing it in the 
oven, or on top of the stove. After once using this, you will never 
again attempt to warm the feet or hands ofa sick person with a 
bottle ora brick. The sand holds the heat fora long time, and the 
bag can be tucked up to the back without hurting the invalid. 

—Prof. Von Nussbaum, of Munich, inan article on “ The Inter- 
nal Use of Ichthyol,” in Liebrich’s Therapeutischen Monatscheften, 
says: “In conclusion, I must remark that ichthyol is an excellent
